WAS BORN IN CITY OF DUBLIN 



By James A. Rooney, LL. D. 
From the comparative seclusion of 
a professor's chair at Bardstown 
Seminary to the administration of 
a diocese rent by schism, that to be 
followed by an outbreak of cholera, 
and that by the Know-nothing and 
Native American riots, was the ex- 
perience of Francis Patrick Kenrick. 
Though his life training had been 
that of the student, the scholar, the 
linguist and of the preacher, yet 
when the time arrived that was to 
• test other and as necessary qualities, 
with the added grace of episcopal 
consecration, he proved himself 
«qual to all the trying emergencies 
with which rn the providence of the 
Almighty he was called upon to 
cope. 

He and his younger brother, Peter 
Richard, afterward the equally 
Illustrious Archbishop of St. Louis, 
were born in Dublin, the sons of 
Thomas and Jane Kenrick. Francis 
Patrick wa« born December 3, 1797, 
and his early training was com- 
mitted to his uncle, the Rev. Rich- 
ard Kenrick, until at eighteen he 
was sent to the Propaganda to study 
for the priesthood. He was ordained 
after a brilliant scholastic career 
and In 1821, when but twenty-four 
years of age, he was selected to 
answer the call made on the Propa- 
ganda by Bishop Flaget for a pro- 
fessor of theology for his seminary 
at Bardstown. For nine years he 
filled that chair with signal ability 
and with a piety that was an Inspira- 
tion to his charges, and he also ren- 
dered important service as professor 
of Greek and history In St. Joseph's 
College. 

Missionary work in a field that 
offered many opportunities also 
attracted him and among other 
things he preached the Jubilee ser- 
mons of 1826-27 to large congrega- 
tions that flocked to hear him. In 
his discussions with Protestant 
divines who assailed Catholic doc- 
trine he proved himself a master of 
debate and cogent in his presenta- 
tion of his case in a language and 
diction that charmed his hearers and 
confounded his adversaries. Best of 
all, his clear and logical explanation 
of the doctrines of the church won 
many converts to the faith. 

At the Provincial Council of 
Baltimore in 1829 he appeared as 
Bishop Flaget's theologian and was 
appointed Secretary of that august 
body, one of whose most important 
topics was the distracted state of the 
diocese of Philadelphia, then passing 
through the most critical period ot 
Us history. The result was the 
selection of Father Kenrick as 
Coadjutor to Bishop Conwell, and 
•with a full knowledge of the diffi- 
culties that would confront him and' 
with unequaled courage he accepted 
the responsibility. He was conse- 
crated at Bardstown by Bishop 
Flaget as titular Bishop of Arath, 
June 6, 1830, and began a career of 
thirty-three years as Bishop and 
Archbishop that makes one of the 
brightest pages in the annals of the 
church In America. 

The so-called Hogan schism was 
then at Us height In Philadelphia. 
Hogan was an excommunicated 
priest who in defiance of Bishop 
Conwell continued to celebrate 
mass and administer the sacraments 
to a considerable following of disaf- 
fected Catholics. There were then 
four churches In the city, 8t. Jo- 
seph's, St. Augustine's. Holy Trinity 
and St. Mary's, the latter being un- 
der the control of trustees who re- 
fused to recognise the new Bishop's 
authority. He took up his residence 
In a house on Fifth street, declared 
himself chief pastor of St Mary's, 
which he selected as his Cathedral, 
and hy a determined stand for epis- 
copal authority he plucked up the 
root of the schism and brought both 
trustees and congregation to their 
senses. 

HI* next care after an exhaustive 
diocesan visitation was the estab- 
lishment of St. Charles Borromeo's 
Seminary, the foundations of which 
were laid In his Fifth street res- 
idence. He soon had a suitable 
building erected and his seminary 
placed under the care of the Vln- 
centlan fathers, who continued In Its 
manageemnt until 1853. when they 
were succeeded by the secular 
clergy, and later the seminary was 
removed to Overbrook. 

During the disastrous "pldemlc of 
cholera In 1831 Bishop Kenrick 
gained the gratitude of the city 
authorities and people by his self- 
sacrificing teal for the relief of the 
stricken. He assigned the Bisters of 
Charity to nurse the patients, turn- 
ing the rectory of St Augustine's 
Into an hospital, for which he was 
rewarded hy a public vote of thanks. 
All this was forgotten In the Know- 
nothing riots of some years lster, 
when In 1144 the rlotors burned Bt 
Augustine's and destroyed the very 
house la which the cholera victims 
had been given shelter end aare. 

Space forbids more than the brief- 



est summary of what Bishop Ken- 
rick accomplished during his episco- 
pate In Phllsdelphia from 1830 to 
1851. He found five churches and 
left ninety-four; he Increased the 
number of secular priests from ten 
to over one hundred, not to speak of 
many members of religious orders 
and fifty seminarians; he Invited 
Father Mathew, the apostle of tem- 
perance, to visit America; he began 
the erection of the Cathedral of Bt 
Peter and 8t. Paul and lived to see 
It dedicated; he encouraged the 
Augustlntans In 1842 and the 
Jesuits In establishing Bt. Joseph's 
College; he Introduced the Ladles of 
the Sscred Heart, the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, the Sisters of the Visitation, 
the Sisters of Notre Dame and the 
Sisters of the Good Shepherd; in fact 
as his saintly successor, the Ven 
John N. Neumann, testified: "Every 
thing useful In the diocese owed its 
existence or Its strength to Bishop 
Kenrick." 

When he left Philadelphia In 1851 
for Baltimore to succeed to that see 
on the death of Archbishop Eccle- 
ston all his worldly possessions ex 
cept his books he carried in an old' 
fashioned carpet bag and he had 
Just money enough to pay his fare. 
He summoned the first National 
Council of the Bishops of the United 
States May 9, 1852, and was present 
at the definition of the dogma of 
the Immaculate Conception In Rome, 
December 8, 1854. It was he who 
introduced the devotion of the Forty 
Hours Into the United States. He 
died on July 8, 1863, the day after 
the news of the battle of Gettysburg 
reached Baltimore.

In the 
school circle her kindly counsel and 
solicitude for those under her charge 
will be sadly missed, for Miss Lehan 
was companion as well as teacher, 
Interested always in whatever con- 
cerned those near and dear to her. 
Miss Lehan was a graduate of the 
Girls' High School and the Normal 
School and was thirty-three years 
old. To the father and mother and 
brothers and sisters surviving deep- 
est sympathy of a legion of friends 
is extended. The funeral was held 
Tuesday morning from the residence, 
2328 West Broadway, with requiem 
high maas at St. Charles Borromeo 
church. Father Raffo was the cele- 
brant of the mass and preached a 
feeling sermon, saying such as the 
deceased are rewarded in the king- 
dom prepared for the blessed who 
have fulfilled their work on earth.

OF LOYALTY. 



The Aneient Order of Hibernians 
of Ireland has Just completed the fine 
address of faith and loyalty, signed 
by 200,000 members, which it is pro- 
posed to present to Pope Benedict 
XV. The address has been beauti- 
fully illuminated In old Celtic char- 
acters and decorations and has been 
placed la a casket handsomely de- 
signed in bog wood and Galwuy mar- 
ble. 



From the Menace, the Peril, the 
Yellow Jacket and other papers of 
like character an alleged Knights or 
Columbus oath is reprinted, as being 
taken from the Congressional Rec- 
ord, Sixty-second Congress, third 
session, February 16, 1913. There 
are none so blind as those that will 
not see, and in spite of the fact 
that In season and out ot season the 
fake oath of the Knights of Colum- 
bus has been disproved, both In 
courts of Justice throughout the 
country and on Innumerable public 
and private occasions, In the Catholic 
press and in public lectures, there 
are still people who cling to the 
threadbare calumny and actually 
give It credence. That the fake oath 
bears as much relation to the real 
oath of the Knights of Columbus as 
daylight to darkness, virtue to vice, 
and heaven to hell, will be evident to 
those who take the trouble to read 
both, which are here given, together 
with the vigorous defense of the 
highest Masons in California: 

"I now in the pres- 
ence of Almighty God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, the Blessed St. John 
the Baptist, the Holy Apostles, St. 
Peter and St. Paul, and all the 
saints, sacred host of heaven, and 
to you, my ghostly father, the 
Superior General of the Society of 
Jesus, founded by St. Ignatius 
Loyola, in the pontification of Paul 
the III., and continued to the pres- 
ent, do, by the womb of the Virgin, 
the matrix of God, and the rod of 
Jesus Christ, declare and swear that 
His Holiness the Pope is Christ's 
Vice Gerent and is the true and only 
head of the Catholic or Universal 
church throughout the earth; and 
that by virtue of the keys of binding 
and loosing given His Holiness by 
my Saviour Jesus Christ he hath 
power to depose heretical Kings, 
Princes, States, Commonwealths and 
Governments that they may be 
safely destroyed. Therefore to the 
utmost of my power I will defend 
this doctrine and His Holiness' 
right snd custom against all usurp- 
ers of the heretical or Protestant 
authority whatever, especially the 
Lutheran church of Germany, 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden and Nor- 
way, and the now pretended author- 
ity and Church of England and 
Scotland, and the branches of the 
same now establlahed in Ireland 
and on the continent of America and 
elsewhere, and all adherents in re- 
gard that they may be usurped and 
heretical, opposing the sacred 
Mother Church of Rome. 

"I now denounce and disown 
any allegiance as due to any hereti- 
cal King. Prlnc» or State named 
Protestant or Liberals, or obedience 
to any of their laws, magistrates or 
officers. 

"I do further declare that I will 
help, assist and advise all or any of 
His Holiness' agents, In any place 
where I should be. In Switzerland, 
Germany, Holland. Ire)and or Amer- 
ica, or in any other kingdom or 
territory I shall come to, and do 
my utmost to extirpate the heretical 
Protestant or Masonic doctrines, 
and to destroy all their pretended 
powers, legal or otherwise. 

"I do further promise and de- 
clare that, notwithstanding, I am 
dispensed with to assume any re- 
ligion heretical for the propagation 
of the Mother Church's Interest; to 
keep secret and private all her 
agents' counsels from time to time, 
as they entrust me, and not divulge, 
directly or indirectly by word, writ- 
ing or circumstances whatever, but 
to execute all that should be pro- 
posed, given in charge, or discov- 
ered unto me, by any ghostly father 
or any of this sacred order. 

"I do further promise and declare 
that I will have no opinion or will 
of my own or any mental reserva- 
tion whatsoever, even as a corpse or 
cadaver (perinde ac cadaver), but 
will unhesitatingly obey each and 
every command that I may receive 
from my superiors in the militia of 
the Pope and of Jesus Christ. 

"That I will go to any part of the 
world whithersoever I msy be sent, 
to the frosen regions of the North, 
to the burning sands of the desert 
of Africa or the Jungles of India, to 
the centers of civilisation of Europe 
or to the wild haunts of barbarous 
savages of America without mur- 
muring or repining, and will be sub- 
missive in all things whatsoever is 
communlcsted to me. 

"I do further promise and de- 
clare that I will when opportunity 
presents make and wage relentless 
war, secretly and openly, against sll 
heretics, Protestants and Masons, as 
I am directed to do, 'to extirpate 
them from the face ot the whole 
earth; and that I will spare neither 
e. aex or condition, and that I will 
burn. hang. waste, boll, flay, 
strangle and bury alive these In- 
famous heretics; rip up the 
stomachs snd wombs of the women, 
and crush their Infants' heads 
against the walls In order to an- 
nihilate their execrable race. That 
when the same can not be dona 
openly I will secretly use the poison- 
ous cup, the strangulation cord, the 
steel of the polnard, or the leaden 
bullet, regardless of the honor, rank, 
dignity or authority of the persons, 
whatsoever be their condition In 
life, either public or private, as I at 
any time may be directed to do by 
any agent of the Pope, or Superior 
of the Brotherhood of the Holy 
Father of the Society ot Jesus. 

"in confirmation of which I 
hereby dedicate my Ufa, soul and all 



corporal powers, and with the dag- 
ger which I now receive I will sub- 
scribe my name written In my 
blood in testimony thereof; and 
should I prove false or weaken In 
my determination, may my brethren 
and fellow soldiers of the militia of 
the Pope cut off my hands and feet 
and my throat from ear to ear, my 
belly opened and sulphur burned 
therein with all the punishment that 
can be Inflicted upon me on earth 
and my soul be tortured by demons 
In eternsl hell forever. 

'That I will in voting always vote 
for a Knight of Colnmbus In prefer- 
ence to a Protestant — especially a 
Mason, and that I will leave my 
party so to do; that if two Catholics 
are on the ticket, I will satisfy my- 
self which Is the better supporter of 
the Mother Church and vote accord- 
ingly. 

"That I will not deal with or em- 
ploy a Protestant, It in my power to 
deal with or employ a Catholic. 
That I will place Catholic girls in 
Protestant families of the heretics. 

"That I will provide myself with 
arms and ammunition that I may be 
in readiness when the word is 
passed or I am commanded to defend 
the church, cither as an individual 
or with the militia of the Pope. 

"All of which I do 

swear by the Blessed Trinity, and 
the Blessed Sacrament which I am 
now to receive, to perform and oh 
my part to keep this my oath. 

"In testimony thereof I take thla 
most holy and Blessed Sacrament ot 
the Eucharist, and witness the same 
further, with my name written with 
the point of this dagger, dipped in 
my own blood, and seal in the face 
of this Holy Sacrament.

By referring to the Congressional 
Record quoted, It will be found that 
thl? "fake oath" is filed as an ex- 
hibit by Eugene C. Bonnlwell, of 
Pennsylvania, In his charge against 
Thomas S. Butler, before the Coan- 
mlUee on Election No. 1, In Con- 
gress, growing out of an election 
contest. Mr. Bonnlwell, the con- 
testant, in his protest, printed In the 
Congressional Record, says: 

"Messengers In the employ of

possession and circulating a blas- 
phemous and Infamous libel, a copy 
of which is hereto attached, pretend- 
ed to be an oath of the Knights of 
Columbus, of which body the con- 
testant is a member So revolting 
are the terms of this document and 
so nauseating its pledges that the 
Injury It did not merely to the con- 
testant, but also to the Knights ot 
Columbus and to Catholics in gen- 
eral can hardly be 'measured in 
terms."

Mr. Butler in his defense, as 
printed in the Congressional Record, 
says- 

"1° apprehended with alarm the 
use ot such a document In a political 
campaign, or at any other time. I 
did not believe in its truthfulness 
and so stated my Judgment concern- 
ing It on November 4, 1912, as soon 
as complaint was made to me of its 
general circulation. Inasmuch as I 
did not wish to give this document, 
which I Judged to be spurious, any 
notoriety whataoever, I refrained 
from its public condemnation until 
the time when a general complaint 
was made to me and I thought It my 
duty to publicly condemn It."

The true oath of the Knights of 
Columbus, for the fourth degree 
members, as shown in various court 
proceedings in different parts of the 
country. Is as follows: 

"I swear to support the constitu- 
tion of the United States. I pledge 
myself aa a Catholic citlsan and 
Knight of Columbus to enllghtes 
myself fully upon my duties as a 
citizen and to conscientiously psr- 
torm such duties entirely la the 
Interest of my country and regard- 
leas of sll personal consequences. I 
pledge myself to do all la my power 
to preserve the Integrity and purity 
of the ballot and to promote rever- 
ence and respect tor law and order. 
I promise to praotice my religion 
openly and consistently, but without 
ostentation and to so conduct my- 
self In public affairs and In the exer- 
cise of public virtue as to reflect 
nothing but credit upon our Holy 
Church, to the end that she msy 
flourish and our country prosper to 
the greater honor and glory of God." 

At the request of various officials 
of the Masons of the Btate of Cali- 
fornia, the Knights ot Columbus sub- 
mitted to them their complete ritual 
for a thorough examlnaton with ref- 
erence to all of the charges that are 
being circulated against the Knights 
of Columbus.

"We hereby certify that by author- 
ity of the highest officer of the 
Knights of Columbus in the State of 
California, who acted under Instruc- 
tions from the supreme officers of 
the order In the United States, we 
were furnished a complete copy of 
all the work, ceremonies and pledges 
used by the order, and that we care- 
fully read, discussed and examined 
the same. We found that while the 
order Is In a sense a secret associa- 
tion, It Is not an oath-bound organi- 
sation and that Its ceremonies are 
comprised in four degrees, which 
are Intended to teach and inculcate 
principles that lie at the foundation 
of every great religion and every free 
State. Our examination of these 
ceremonials and obligations was 
made primarily for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not a certain 
alleged oath of the Knights of 
Columbus which had been printed 
and widely circulated was In fact 
used by the order, and whether, If it 
was not used, any oath, obligation or 
pledge was used which was or would 
be offensive to Protestants or 
Masons, or those who are engaged In 
circulating a document of peculiar 
vtciousness and wickedness. We 
find that neither the alleged oath, 
nor any oath or pledge bearing the 
motest resemblance thereto in mat- 
ter, manner, spirit or purpose, is 
used or forms a part of the cere- 
monies of any degree of the Knights 
of Columbus. The alleged oath is 
scurrilous, wicked and libelous and 
nm.it be the invention of an Impious 
and venomous mind. We find that 
the Order of Knights of Columbus, 
as shown by Its rituals, Is dedicated 
to the Catholic religion, charity and 
patriotism. There is no propaganda 
proposed or taught against Prot- 
estants or Masons or persons not of 
Catholic faith. Indeed. Protestants 
and Masons are not referred to, di- 
rectly or Indirectly, in the cere- 
monials and pledge!. The cere- 
monial of the order teaches a high 
and noble patriotism, instills a love 
of country, inculcates a reverence for 
law and order, urges the con- 
scientious snd unselfish performance 
of civic duty and holds up the consti- 
tution of our country as the richest 
and most precious possession of a 
Knight of the order. We can find 
nothing In the entire ceremonials of 
the order that to our minds could be 
objected to by any person.

In August, 
1869, he was appointed Coadjutor to 
the Right Rev. Armand Francois 
Marie Charbonnel, third Bishop of 
Toronto, Canada, and was conse- 
crated November 20, of the same 
year, succeeding to the see April 28 
of the year following. Ten years 
later he was promoted to be the first 
Archbishop of Toronto, governing 
thst metropolitan see with signal 
ability until his death, May 12, 1888. 

WHAT AGITATORS WANT. 

There are some who appear to 
think the most effective way to meet 
the anti-Catholic agitation which 
has been active during the closing 
days of the political campaign is to 
start a counter agitation. No greater 
mistake could be made. The agi- 
tators want to create a disturbance. 
That Is one of their objects; and 
they want Catholics to descend to 
their level of argument and to meet 
them on their own ground. They 
have gained a great deal If they can 
only succeed In starting a disturb- 
ance with Catholics on one side and 
the bigots on the other. We should 
refuse to be placed at that disad- 
vantage. 

For be it remembered that the 
bigots are only a small minority in 
the average community. Outside 
their ranks is a large body of hon- 
est, broad-minded tolerant non-Cath- 
olics whose respect and confidence 
Catholics have, if they will only re- 
spect themselves. These need not 
be argued with to convince them 
that Catholics are good neighbors 
and good citizens. Our blameless 
lives are the best argument for 
them. Of course It Is a hard test of 
patience to meet suspicion and cal- 
umny without showing resentment. 
That Is scarcely to be expected In- 
deed of weak human nature. But 
resentment should not lead to un- 
reason. 

Again it should be remembered 
that most— if not all— this anti- 
Catholic craze Is political in its or- 
igin. It ts fomented by self-seeking 
politicians, who recklessly arouse 
religious prejudice for their own 
political ends. Little they, reck of 
the harm to the community where 
they sow the seeds of religious hate. 
They see only the momentary gain 
that may come to them individually. 
We agree with the New York Sun 
that no more hideous nightmare can 
be conceived than the American peo- 
ple divided into hostile camps along 
lines of religious belief. In such a 
state of things all the true issues 
are certain to be Ignored. The in- 
terests of the country at large are 
sure to be neglected and forgotten 
In the people's hatred of each other. 
There can be no worse crime against 
Americanism than to sow the germs 
of such a grievous distemper among 
the voters. The narrow prejudice of 
one campaign might conceivably be 
the seeds of harvests for many suc- 
ceeding years of misunderstanding, 
discord, enmity, both social and 
political. 

These are the evils that are bred 
in the slime of religious prejudice 
and intolerance. Against them ev- 
ery American citizen who is worthy 
of the name should lend his aid. But 
as for the Catholic church, she has 
nothing to fear from the attacks of 
the bigots. She grows strong in num- 
bers and thrives amid persecution. 
It is indifference among her children 
and not opposition from without that 
is the enemy she has to fear. We 
have always believed and we are 
confirmed In this belief by our ex- 
perience that the church will gain 
Immensely by the attempt to kindle 
anew the smouldering fires of bigotry 
In th is country.

it. Germany, he said, would never 
invade Ireland with a view to Its 
conquest or the overthrow of any 
Irish Nationalist Institutions, and 
should fortune ever bring German 
troops to the Irish shores the troops 
would land not as an army of invad- 
ers to pillage and destroy, but as 
the forces of a nation Inspired by 
good will toward Ireland and her 
people, for whom Germany desired 
national prosperity and freedom. 

Sir Roger Casement is well known 
in the United States. He visited this 
country last summer and made 
speeches In numerous cities In sup- 
port of home rule for Ireland. Sir 
Roger was a leader In the movement 
which was started a year ago to or- 
ganize an Irish national volunteer 
force to uphold the authority of the 
crown and government of Ireland on 
the same lines as the Ulster force 
which Sir Edward Carson organized. 

He was at Philadelphia In July 
when four Irishmen were killed and 
a number were wounded near Dublin 
In the riot following the seizure by 
the Government of arms which were 
Intended for the volunteers. He 
characterized the Government's ac- 
tion as "lawless violence.' 

Sir Roger is well known for his 
Investigation In 1912 Into the Puto- 
mayo rubber district atrocities. He 
was Consul General at Rio Janeiro 
at the time.

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Birth registration means the 
record In public archives of the 
births of children. In the Catholic 
communities of Europe It has long 
been complete. It Is of course the 
first item in vital statistics. In the 
United States birth registration has 
made progress lea* rapidly than the 
other items of a complete system of 
vital statistics, notably death regis- 
tration and the registration of mar- 
riages. While the Importance of 
such statistics ban been recognised 
in certain parts of America from 
I Colonial days, namely the Catholics, 
the country as a whole is still devoid 
of uniform and complete reoords of 
the births of Its citlsens. This 
neglect Is undoubtedly to be ascribed 
to the lack of a popular conviction 
that such records are dignified and 
valuable. Everybody agrees that It 
U dignified and valuable to make 
public record of marriages and 
deaths. Only a moment's thought 
Is necessary to show that the public 
record of births is of kindred Im- 
portance, and for the same reason, to 
protect individual and property 
rights. Moreover as m working ex- 
pedient it la coming to be regarded 
•• indispensable In the eradication of 
three great evils which affect the 
children of the country. There are 
no more important undertakings at 
the present day than the reduction 
of Infant mortality, the preservation 
of i ho child's right to education and 
the abolishing of child labor. In 
serving all three of these ends birth 
registration Is an 
practical aid.

YIHITKD TWO l'OXTlKKS. 

An interesting feature of Arch- 
bishop's Messmer's sojourn abroad 
was the fact that he had audience 
with two Pontiffs. Upon his return 
to Milwaukee the Archbishop said: 
In May I had an audience with the 
late Pope Plus X. At that time he 
seemed perfectly well, robust and 
strong. No one then dreamed that 
he would so soon be taken away. I 
bad a good audience with hlsn — It is 
one of the things I shall never tor- 
get. On October 15 I was given a 
private audience with the new Pon- 
tiff, making a Journey to Rome 
especially for the purpose, and re- 
maining there but a day. Pope 
Benedict XV. is a small, slight, dark 
man, as affable, amiable and 
fatherly In manner as was the late 
Pope Plus. I felt at home with him 
at once. Though he spoke but little 
of the war, only asking me what the 
opinion was In Swltserland. he was 
plainly very much moved and tull 
of sorrow because of It. He spoke 
with great feeling. I remained with 
blm half an hour. It Is said in the 
Vatican that the new Pope is very 
active * and wants everything 
promptly done. He does not like to 
wait for anything. Already he 
seems to be much beloved, and I 
am sure he will win the esteem and 
affection ot his people as greatly as 
dieT his predecessor." 

LARGEST IN AMERICA. 

The Church of Notre Dame de 
Bon Becours (Onr Lady of Good 
Help), Montreal, Is one ot the most 
magnificent on the American con- 
tinent, and seats between 10.000 and 
11,000 persons. Begun in 1»«4. the 
church was opened In 1819. It Is 
built in the Gothic styld of the thir- 
teenth century In the form of a 
parallelogram It Is 241 feet long 
snd 1>5 teet wide. There are six 
towers, one on each oorner, and one 
In the middle of each flank. The 
two on the main *ront rise IIS feet, 
nearly twice the hslght of the others. 
In one of the msln towers is a peal 
of bells, the largest ot which weighs 
upwsrd of 20,000 pounds. The 
church has several aisles and 
chapels; it Is sixty-one feet from 
the foundation to the eaves, and its 
principal front window measures 
(4x>2 feet. This church, because of 
Us huge sise. Is often erroneously 
siyled the Cathedral of Montreal.
